Atmosphere Gradually 
Thickens as Light Rain 
Falls — Visibility Less 
Than Five-Eighths Mile. 


St. Louis had its first thick 
smoke of the new year today, fol- 
lowing an almost windless night on 
which the mixture of mist and 
smoke seemed to some observers to 
be the heaviest of the present win- 
ter, 

Last night’s pall was only classed 
as “moderate,” however, by the 
United States Weather Bureau sta- 
tion in the city, and only as “light” 
by the Weather Bureau observer 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, where 
jthere was a minimum vistalitty of 
one mile. 

With low-hanging clouds and 4a 
light rain falling this morning, the 
atmosphere gradually thickened, 
and at 8:40 a. m. the Weather Bu- 
reau officially classified it as thick, 
since there was a visibility of less 
than five-eighths mile in the city. 
The thick smoke lifted by 9:50 
o'clock, when the Bureau termed 
it moderate. 

H. C. Gross, Weather Bureau 
meterologist who makes the smoke 
recordings, said it was impossible 
to say whether or not today’s pall 
was the worst of the present heat- 
ing season, pointing out that the 
graduations of thickness are not 
recorded by the bureau. ' 

Todays pall was the seventh 
“thick” smoke this season, or since 
the smoke elimination ordinance 
has been in effect, as compared with

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP).— 
The administration won today the 


first congressional skirmish over 
it. lease-lend bill for aiding Brit- 
ain when the House upheld pro- 
cedure charted by the leadership 
for rushing consideration of the 
measure.

here. 

There even were reports from the 
Yugoslav frontier that Tepeleni, 
which guards an Italian-built road 
leading to Valona, already had 
been captured, but this was not 
confirmed in Athens, 

New Success on North Front. 
Further Greek advances were re- 
ported on the northern sector of 
the Albanian battlefront in the 
Pogradetz sector, with fierce hand- 
to-hand engagements in progress. 
A large number of Fascist pack 
mules were captured on this front, 
Greek advices said, adding that the 
Italian supply situation had become 
precarious there because it would 
be impossible to bring additional 
animals up through snow-clogged 
passes. 

A Greek spokesman said last 
night that the southern drive was 
divided into three separate thrusts: 
One toward Valona along the Tepe- 
leni road, the second toward Valona 
along the coast where large new 
gains were reported, and the third 
toward Berati and the central Al- 
banian oi] fields north of Klisura, 
whose capture the Greeks an- 
nounced last Friday. 

Italians in “Critical” Position. 

The Greeks regarded their break 
through the strong Fascist defense 
line in the Tepeleni-Klisura sector 
as Of great strategic importance. 
An Italian officer captured near 
Klisura was quoted as saying the 
break-through placed the Italians 
in a “most critical situation.” 

The Greek spokesman declared 
that in the drive up the coast, 
where the Greeks are within 30 
miles of Valona, the Italians were 
driven from strongly fortified posi- 
tions by a surprise attack. 

“The Italian surprise was so great 
and their retreat so quick,” he said, 
“that the enemy had no time to 
take away materials, and suffered 
heavy losses . ; 

Ten heavy mortars, nine machine 
guns, stores of clothing and food 
were said to have fallen into Greek 
hands. 

Losses Probably in Thousands.

Regarding his planned trip 
abroad, he disclosed he had al- 
ready received permission from 
Secretary of State Hull to obtain 
& passport and would leave by 
Clipper within two weeks to study 
the situation on the scene—“just 
as I did when I was practicing law 
and wanted to know the facts of 
the case.” He said he would see 
“most anybody who wants to see 
me.” — 

After a stay in England of two 
or three weeks, he said he expect- 
ed to resume the practice of law 
in New York. 

Text of Statement. 

The text of Willkie’s statement: 

The so-called “lend-lease” bill 
now before Congress asks for an 
enormous grant of executive pow- 
er. Under a democratic system, in 
which the people’s power is pre- 
served by limiting the powers of 
Government, every such grant of 
power should be jealously scrutin- 
ized. That is a general rule for 
democracy, and that rule should 
be applied doubly to this bill. We 
must not lose our democracy at 
home while seeking to preserve 
democracy abroad. It is therefore 
the duty of the opposition to ex- 
amine every provision of the bill 
thoroughly. 

I have examined this bill in the 
light of the current emergency, 
and I personally have come to the 
conclusion that with modification 
it should be adopted. 

“Keep War Out of America.” 

This is a critical moment in his- 
tory. The United States is not a 
belligerent and we hope we shall 
not be. Our problem, however, is 
not alone to keep America out of 
war, but to keep war out of Amer- 
ica. Democracy is endangered. And 
the American people are so aware 
of the danger that they have in- 
dorsed the policy of giving full and 
active aid to those democracies 
which are resisting aggression. At 
the same time the people are virtu- 
ally unanimous in their desire to 
build for the United States the 
strongest defense system in the 
world. 

It is the history of democracy 
that, under such dire circum- 
stances, extraordinary powers must 
be granted to the elected executive. 
Democracy cannot hope to defend 
itself from aggression in any other 
way. It is for this reason only 
that I favor grant of power at this 
time to the present administration. 

For Congressional Debate. 

However, there are certain con- 
siderations that ought to be taken 
into account: 

1. Congress must not be har- 
ried into passage of this bill, 
Some of these days by that proc- 
ess we will be rushed right out 
of our democracy. The bill should 
be subjected to thorough debate, 
and such amendments should be 
made as Congress, representing 
the people, may deem necessary 
to retain in its own hands the 
fundamental power to declare 
war. 

2. In a democracy, every grant 
of extraordinary power should 
contain a clause automatically 
giving that power back to the 
people. In the case of this bill, 
the powers should be granted for 
a fixed time, not too far in the 
future, at which time Congress 
will automatically have a chance 
to review the bill, and either con- 
tinue the powers or revoke them, 
Likewise, the bill should specif- 
ically provide that the powers 
granted are of a temporary and 
not a permanent nature. 

3. It is hoped the discussion of 
this bill does not take the form 
of opposition to granting power 
to this administration just be- 
cause it is this administration. 
We could all wish that this ad- 
ministration loved power less and 
that it more readily relinquished 
it when the purpose for which it 
was granted had ceased to exist. 
I think I can say without boast 
that no man in this country has 
done more to stress the record of

RUSE, Bulgaria, Jan. 13 (AP).— 
The aim of Bulgarian foreign pol- 
icy is “to keep Bulgaria and all the 
Balkans at peace,” but “we must 
realize that one day we may have 
to enter the war,” Premier Bogdan 
Philoff asserted last night. 

He said President Roosevelt's 
message to Congress last week 

unquestionably” indicated a long 
war which was likely to spread to 
other parts of the world—and “to 
keep the peace does not depend on 
Bulgaria.” 

Philoff, speaking to 10,000 per- 
sons, in this frontier town just 
across the Danube from Giurgiu, 
Rumania (where the advance 
guard of a large German force is 
stationed) said in his broadcast 
address he was sure Bulgarians 
“would not forgive anyone who 
tried to make Bulgaria National 
Socialist (Nazi), Communist or 
Fascist.”

“National Socialism, Fascism and 
Communism may be good for Ger- 
many, Italy and Russia,” Philoff 
said, “but they cannot be trans- 
planted to Bulgarian soil.”

5. While the debate over this 
bill is going on the administra- 
tion can well devote itself with- 
out Joss of time in the accom- 
plishment of our national objec- 
tive to concentrating on organiz- 
ing the defense program. This 
program is obviously lagging. 
The administration has failed to 
make simple organizational 
moves that would bring about 
more rapid production. There is 
still too much politics, public 
showmanship, and cheap propa- 
ganda in the defense program 
and the plans are still obscure. 
Big industrial names do not build 
a defense. Organization, plan- 
ning and hard work will. We 
must place more confidence in in- 
dustry—whether labor or man- 
agement—and set ourselves high- 
er goals. 

6. I hope the debate concern- 
ing this bill is confined to the 
merits of the bill. Appeasers, 
isolationists, or lip-service friends 
of Britain, will seek to sabotage 
the program for aid to Britain 
and her Allies behind the screen 
of opposition to the bill. It 
makes a vital difference to the 
United States which side prevails 
in the present conflict. I refute 
the statement that our national 
security is not involved in a Brit- 
ish defeat. The difference be- 
tween a British defeat or victory 
is not only military but economic. 
For many years now, owing to 
the restrictive economic legisla- 
tion of the New Deal and to the 
unrest and uncertainty of Eu- 
rope, we have been maintaining 
our standard of living by lavish 
deficit spending. In the long 
run, this expedient won’t work. 
It will end in national bank- 
ruptcy, inflation, collapse and 
the supplanting of the demo- 
cratic system by a totalitarian 
system in this country. If Ger- 
many wins the present war, and 
the trade routes of the world are 
closed to us, or opened only on 
a totalitarian basis, we shall in- 
evitably suffer either such a col- 
lapse, or the adoption of total- 
itarian controls of our economic 
life. We shall be driven back to 
a controlled economy, as to both 

trade, 


peace that really assures the prin- 
ciple of free enterprise throughout 
the world; the reopening of the 
trade routes, the re-establishment 
of the open markets, and the re- 
birth of the confidence of men in 
pne another. 

The present bill, I believe, must 
be considered in the light of the 
total situation. We must see the 
world whole, and we must recog- 
nize the dangers that face us, not 
alone from within, but also from 
without.

I shall 
take the trip in order to see what 
conditions are over there, and to

$361,562 Released for Relief 
In State; $143,000 to St. Louis 


Checks For Old-Age Pensioners, Dependent 


Children Held Up

The State Social Security Com- 
mission released $361,562 today for 
direct relief throughout the State 


in January. Of the total, $143,- 
000 went to St. Louis and $8176 to 
St. Louis County. | 

The commission acted following 
passage of a resolution by the State 
Legislature releasing funds for re- 
lief, old-age pensions, and aid to 
dependent children pending passage 
of regular appropriation bills. The 
resolution had authorized up to 
$400,000 for direct relief for Janu- 


ees 

Old-age pension’ checks will not 
be mailed out until the end of this 
week or next week, however, it was 
stated by George I. Haworth, ad- 
ministrator of the commission. The 
Legislature authorized up to $980,- 
000 for the pensions, to be matched 
by Federal funds, which are not 


expected to arrive in the State un- 
til Saturday. 

There will be a similar delay in 
the aid-to-dependent-children pro- 
gram, for which the Legislature au- 
thorized $400,000, also matched by 
Federal money,

| INDICTMENT HERE 


Sustains Defense Plea That 
Similar Charge at Kansas 
City Suspends St. Louis

An indictment charging R. Em- 
met O'Malley, former State Insur- 
ance Superintendent, with accept- 
ing a $62,500 bribe for approving 
the notorious $10,000,000 fire insur- 
compromise, was dis- 
missed today by Circuit Judge Eu- 
gene J. Sartorius. 

The Court sustained a plea in 
abatement contending an indict- 
ment for the same offense, filed 
subsequently in Jackson County 
(Kansas City), had the effect of 
suspending the indictment here. 
The St. Louis indictment was re- 
turned July 13, 1939, the one in 
Kansas City Oct. 20, 1939. 

Judge Sartorius entered the dis- 
missal without comment. Asked by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter if any 
particular point in the defense ar- 
gument had caused his decision, he 
replied in the negative, adding he 
had sustained the plea in abate- 
ment on the basis of the entire de- 
fense argument. 

The defense motion had been un- 
der advisement since last April. It 
contended also that since the case 
in Kansas City, which is still pend- 
ing, had been filed by Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick, the State’s 
chief law officer, it should take 
precedence over the St. Louis case. 

Circuit Attorney Thomas C, Hen- 
nings, who took office Jan. 1, when 
informed of Judge Sartorius’ rul- 
ing, said he was familiar with the 
case only in a general way and 
would look into the matter to see 
that the State’s interests were pre- 
served. 

The Sf Louis indictment charged 
O’Malley received the money here 
in. 1935 and 1936 from A. L. Mc- 
Cormack, St. Louis insurance man 
and gd-between in the compromise 
payoff, 

The Kansas City indictment 

charged the payment was made 
“directly and indirectly” to O’Mal- 
ley in Jackson County by Thomas 
J.. Pendergast, former Democratic 
boss, 
The State, in opposing the de- 
fense plea last April, pointed out 
that the offenses charged in the 
two indictments were different both 
as to place of occurrence and indi- 
viduals rnaking the payments. The 
State contended that if the charges 
here were quashed on jurisdictional 
grounds, then the defense might 
obtain a dismissal at Kansas City 
on similar grounds. 

O’Malley was released from 
Leavenworth Penitentiary last 
March after serving his sentence of 
a year and a day for evasion of in- 
come taxes on the bribe payment. 
He had pleaded guilty to the 
charge, along with Pendergast. 

Federal chrages of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice against O’Malley, 
Pendergast and McCormack were 
dismissed at Kansas City last No- 
vember on order of United States 
Attorney Maurice M. Milligan, who 
had agreed at the time of Pender- 
gast’s and O’Malley’s pleas of guil- 
ty that there would be no further 
Federal prosecution of them in 
connection with the bribery deal. 
McCormack had been the Govern- 
ment’s principal witness in the tax 
evasion cases.

The United States Circuit Court 


of Appeals, Eighth Circuit, af- 
firmed today the decision of the 
Board of Tax Appeals, holding that 
$225,534 used by Frank C. Rand, 
board chairman of the Internation- 
al Shoe Co., in paying life insur- 
ance premiums in 1934, was proper- 
ly part of his taxable income for 
that year. 

The Court of Appeals upheld the 
Tax Appeals Board also in disallow- 
ing a deduction of $11,998 claimed 
by Rand for losses in 1934 on sale 
of 12 shares of the stock of the 
Reorganization Investment Co. The 
company was a holding concern 
for the bankrupt Lorenzo E. An- 
derson brokerage firm, and its 
stock, which had a par value of 
$1000, was sold by Rand at 10 cents 
a share. 

The Appeals Board, and the 
Court, held that the stock had be- 
come worthless before 1934. In 
1933, Rand was allowed a deduc- 
tion of nearly $500,000 for losses on 
500 shares of the holding company 
stock. 

A trust set up by Rand for his 
six children figured in the other 
part of the decision. The income 
of the trust for 1934 was $681,416, 
and $125,534 of this was used by 
Rand in paying premiums on $1, 
000,000 insurance on his life for 
the children’s benefit. It was held 
that the income from the trust, 
when diverted to payment of insur- 
ance premiums, was properly added 
to taxable income.

The Government was granted a 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 oi 


United States Supreme Court re- 
view today of a decision holding 
invalid an order issued by Henry 
A. Wallace as Secretary of Agricul- 
ture reducing the maximum fees 
permitted commission agents at. 
the Kansas City stockyards be- 
tween 19383 and 1937. This was 
the fourth time the long-litigated 
case had been before the high court. 
Wallace, who becomes Vice Pres- 
ident on Jan. 20, issued the order. 
on June 20, 1939. It was invalidat- 
ed by a three-Judge United States 


Court in Western Missouri. 

The Supreme Court also upheld 
conviction of two men—one a cit- 
izen of Russia and the other a 
Russian-born naturalized American 
—on a charge of violating Federal 
anti-spy legislation by obtaining in- 
formation from United States Naval 
Intelligence files. 

Also today, the court agreed to 
review a Labor Board ¢ontention 
that it could compel a company to 


. hire men and give them back pay 
“iif the board believed employment 


had been denied because of union 
membership and activity. The 
court also agreed to review other 
phases of the litigation contested 
by both the board and by the com- 


pany. 
The Stockyards Case. 

In the stockyards case, the three- 
judge court also directed that 4 
093 of impounded funds be restored 
to the commisison men. Wallace 
contended the money should be re- 
turned to the farmers and stock- 
men who had paid rates higher 
than those he prescribed. 

This amount represented the dif- 
ference between the rates ordered 
by Wallace and the higher rates 
already in effect. The old rates 
continued to be collected and, the 
difference was impounded pending 
a final decision on the litigation. 

In previous decisions, the Bu- 
preme Court has held that Wallace 
did not give the commission men a 
“full and fair hearing” in 1933 be- 
fore ordering the rate reduction for 
the first time. It was held that 
Wallace relied too much on subordi- 
nates who had served as “active 
prosecutors” of the litigation. 

Set Up Same Rates. 
Following Supreme Court deci- 
;|siong in 1988, Wallace issued the 
1939 order which prescribed the 
identical rates contained in the 
1933 order. 

In holding the 1939 order invalid, 
the three-judge court said Wallace, 
following the Supreme Court ac- 
tion, had written a letter in which 
he “publicly announced his determi- 
nation and pre-judgment of what 
the result of any future proceed- 
ing should be.” 

The three-judge court added that 

the “sole object” of Wallace’s later 
action “was the patent purpose to 
validate the rates prescribed by the 
invalid order of 1933.” 
A new rate schedule became ef- 
fective on Nov. 1, 1937, by consent 
of the commission merchants. 

Anti-spy Legislation. 
Justice Reed delivered the anti- 
spy legislation opinion, which ap- 
plied to Hafis Salich, former Rus- 
sian employed by Naval Intelli- 
gence at San Pedro, Cal., and Mik- 
hail Nicholas Gorin, a Soviet citi- 
zen employed by a Los Angeles 
tourist company. 

No dissent was announced. Jus- 
tice Murphy, former Attorney-Gen- 


me eral, did not participate. 


Salich was alleged to have sup- 
plied Gorin with data from Naval 
Intelligence files in 1938 after Gor- 
in had solicited information con- 
cerning “Japanese activities in that 
area for use in the event of trouble 
between Japan and Russia.” Sa- 
lich was said to have received 
$1700. 

Donald R. Richberg, attorney for 
the two men, argued that convic- 
tion under the 1917 espionage ‘act 
was justified only if the informa- 
tion related to a vessel, aircraft, 
navy yard or similar things speci |] 
fied in the statute. 

Gorin was sentenced to six years’ |: 
imprisonment by the Southern Cali- 
fornia United States District Court. 
Salich, former Berkeley (Cal.) po- 
liceman, was sentenced to four 
years. Their conviction was up- 
held by the Ninth United States 
Circuit Court. 

Takes in All Activities. 
Justice Reed said the court 
agreed with the Government's con- 
tention that “national defense” as 
used in the 1917 act “is a generic

On Physical Examinations. 

In a 5 to 4 opinion, the Supreme 
Court held that a United States 
District Court has the right, if the 
physical condition of a person is in 
controversy, to order a physical ex- 
amination. 


Justice Roberts delivered the de- 
cision, applying to a damage suit 
filed by Hertha J. Sibbach against 
Wilson & Co., Inc., of Chicago, for 
injuries claimed to have been re- 
ceived in an automobile accident. 

While holding that a physical ex- 
amination could be compelled, Jus- 
tice Roberts sald a person declin- 
ing such an examination could not 
be punished for contempt. 

Justice Frankfurter wrote the 
dissenting opinion which contended 
that compelling a physical examin- 
ation constituted an “invasion of 
the person.” 

Justices Black, Douglas and Mur- 
phy also dissented.

31,000-Ton Battleship, 7 
Other Vessels Reported 


Struck in Nazi-Fascist At- 
tacks in Four Days. 


ROME, Jan. 13 (AP).—An Italian 
plane torpedoed a British warship 
in the Eastern Mediterranean, the 
Italian high command reported to- 
day, increasing to nine the number 
of British warships listed -as 
bombed or torpedoed in the last 
four. days in operations in which 
German planes took part. 

At least one of the ships, a Brit- 
ish cruiser, was declared in yes- 

' terday’s communique to have been 
left sinking, after an attack by 
two Italian torpedo boats on a flo- 
tilla in the Central Mediterranean 


Friday. One of the torpedo boats 
was sunk by shellfire, the high 
command said. Members of the 
torpedo boat crews were reported 
to have seen flames spurt from two 
British destroyers. 

A second cruiser, identified as 
one of the 9100-ton Birmingham 
class, was reported to have been hit 
by a heavy bomb dropped by a 
German plane Saturday. 

The high command, meanwhile, 
identified one of the British ships 
said to have been struck by @ tor- 
pedo last Friday in the Mediterra- 
nean as a battleship of the Malaya 
(31,100-ton) class. 

The italians had reported two 
British aircraft carriers hit and a 
cruiser ani a destroyer also dam- 
aged Friday in an attack by Ger- 
man and Italian planes in the Si- 
cilian channel between Sicily and 
French Tunisia, in North Africa. 


Turin and Venice Bombed. 


Today’s communique said British 
planes bombed Turin, Venice and 
Catania last night, killing one per- 
son at Venice and injuring several 
others.. “Some damage” was said 
to have been caused. Two British 
planes were reported shot down 
over Catania and Venice. Six men 
of one crew were said to have been 
taken prisoner. 

The Italians asserted “some civil- 
fan factories were hit” and three 
persons were killed at Turin in a 
British bombing attack Saturday 
night. At Savagliano, also in north- 
ern Italy, a military hospital and 
some dwellings were said to have 
been bombed. 

The high command reported pa- 
trol and artillery activity on the Al- 
banian front and artillery action 
around besieged Tobruk. 

Pritish attacks on Italian posts 
along the Sudan frontier were said 
to have been repulsed. 


New Clash South of Bardia. 


The high command reported that 
“one of our fast columns” clashed 
with British forces in the desert 
around the Italian oasis stronghold 
at Giarabub, 150 miles south of Bar- 
dia. Air raiding by both sides in 
the battle in Africa was said to 
have continued. 

Repeated Axis air and sea attacks 
on British sea power in the Mediter- 
ranean over the week end were 
cited by the authoritative Fascist 
editor Virginio Gayda as proof that 
“the new Italian-German war col- 
laboration is in full swing.” Gay- 
da said the show of Axis power 
gave evidence that “Italian fight- 
ing forces are intact, efficient and 
ready for action,” and “continue to 
dominate the central Mediter- 
ranean,” splitting the British east- 
ern and western Mediterranean na- 
val forces.

Gifts and bequests for charitable 
and educational purposes totaled 
$4,825,133 in St. Louis during 1940, 
compared to $4,651,711 in 1939, an 
increase of $173,422, it was report- 
ed today by the John Price Jones 
Corporation of New York, public 
relations counselors.,. 

A study of seven major cities, 
New York, Chicago,’ Washington, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Baltimore 
and Boston, showed that St. Louis 
ranked fifth in gifts, with $3,589,- 
633, and fourth in bequests, with 
$1,235,500. New York was first in 
gifts with a total of $29,597,645, and 
also led in bequests, with $7,753,830. 

Gifts by St. Louisans, including 
donations for foreign relief, health 
and recreational purposes, in- 
creased from $3,461,711 in 1939 to

(AP).—Dwight H. Green, dedicat- 


_jing his administration to “uncom- 


promising honesty and strict econ- 
omy,” took office today as Gover- 
ner of Illinois with a‘ pledge to ini- 
tiate a series of broad-scale re- 
forms. 


The 44-year-old Republican ex- 
ecutive outlined his policies ir his 
inaugural message, delivered be- 
fore a joint sesson of the Legisla- 
ture and a throng attending his in- 
auguration in the State armory. 

The new Governor said -he pro- 
poses to extend civil service and 
eliminate payroll “waste,” enlist in- 
dustry and labor in a campaign to 
create jobs, seek to remove “op- 
pressive” taxes from business and 
undertake to destroy the “alliance” 
between “the underworld and the 
leaders of political machines.” 

Urges Restrictions on Sales. 

To the General Assembly he rec- 
ommended that “immediate consid- 
eration” be given to his campaign 
proposal to exempt foods from the 
State 3 per cent sales- tax. The 
Governor asserted he would end 
“the long chain of scandals” in the 
parole system, and recommend: a 
legislative committee investigation 
of the State’s $4,000,000 a month 
relief spending. 

To business and labor he ap- 
pealed for unity “to maintain vital 
production” for national defense. 

Without recommending taxation 
of the Illinois oil industry, Gov. 
Green asked that oil conservation 
be “seriously and impartially con- 
sidered” by the Legislature. 

The message contained no speci- 
fic recommendations for new taxes, 
but warned that if the Legislature 
kills the $24,000,000 a year sales 
levy on foods there will be needed 
“a readjustment in our revenues 
and greater economy and efficien- 
cy in the operation of State gov- 
ernment.” 

In a ceremony lasting less than 
a minute, Green took the oath of 
office. Retiring Gov. John Stelle 
rode with his Republican successor 
in the inaugural parade. The re- 
tiring Governor ended an eventful 
99-day rule and brought to a close 
eight years of Democratic control 
of the Statehouse. Stelle succeeded 
Gov. Henry Horner, who relin- 
quished his office just before he 
died,

The danger of involvement in war growing from 
such use of American warships is 80 obvious that it 
can scarcely be argued. British merchant ships, and 
neutral vessels as well, are constantly subject to the 
attacks of Nazi submarines, aircraft and surface ves- 
sels. The duty of a warship escort would be to fight 
off such attacks. Should an American warship shoot 
down a Nazi bombing plane, or should a Nazi sub- 
marine sink an American warship, the fat would 
at once be in the fire. 

William Allen White, who spent months campaign- 
ing for more and more aid to Britain, several weeks 
ago called the convoy idea “a silly thing,” for, he ex- 
plained, “convoys, unless you shoot, are confetti, and 
it’s not time to shoot, now or ever.” 

Examination of the lend-lease bill shows that its 
grant of powers is so broad that the possibility of 
convoys may possibly be within its terms. One sec- 
tion, for instance, reads: “The terms and conditions 
upon which any such foreign government receives 
any aid authorized under Subsection A shall be those 
which the President deems satisfactory ...” 


Suppose the President considers that among the 


“conditions” for assuring delivery of such goods an 
escort of American war craft for British merchant 
ships is necessary? Would he not be able, under this 
all-inclusive discretion, to order the Navy Depart- 
ment to provide a convoy? 

Certainly the British are eager to have their ships 
escorted through the danger zones by American ves- 
sels. Several spokesmen have said as much, and the 
idea has been echoed by some Americans as well. 
The President himself has indicated that he is re- 
ceptive to the idea, though always in carefully veiled 
phrases. In his latest fireside chat, for instance, he 
said of sending arms to the British: “Emphatically, 
we must get these weapons to them in sufficient 
volume and quickly enough .. .” 

This is ambiguous, of course. It could be taken 
to mean merely that our production must be speeded 
up, but it could just as well mean that we must 
assure delivery overseas. The thought was repeated 
in his message to Congress: “. .. We are free to 
decide how much (war material) shall be kept here 
and how much shall be sent abroad to our friends 
...-” And in the budget message, he spoke of “as- 
suring the continuation of the flow of vitally nec- 
essary munitions to those nations which are defend- 
ing themselves against attack .. .” 

A news dispatch says that Senator George, chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee, “dis- 
closed that an original draft of the bill was revised 
before its introduction to make it clear that Amer- 
ican naval vessels could not convoy merchant ships 
to Europe.” 

But it-has not been made sufficiently clear. The 
question still is open, because of the unspecific lan- 
guage of the bill. 

By all means, the misunderstanding should be 
cleared up at once. If the admjnistration does not 
plan the use of convoys, the bill should plainly say 
sO. 
If the administration does plan convoys, it plans 
war, for convoys mean war. 
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FOR MASS PROTEST OF THE GOVERNORSHIP STEAL. | 

As matters stand, with the Democrats in control 
of the legislative machinery and their leaders deter- 
mined to steal the governorship from Donnell and 
give it to McDaniel, apparently the only way to stop 
it is for public opinion to make itself felt.

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HIDE AND SEEK WITH THE PRINCESS. 

The Princess Hohenlohe was ordered almost a 
month ago to leave the United States, since Wash- 
ington officials found her presence here “inimical’’ 
to the country’s welfare. She has been granted two 
extensions of time, and now, as the last one expires, 
she is nowhere to be found. The FBI, the Immigra- 
tion Service, the Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
the State Department all profess ignorance of her 
whereabouts or activities. 

What kind of hide-and-seek game is this? If the 
Hungarian Princess is considered a dangerous char- 
acter—and her pro-Nazi activities are a matter of 
court record—then she should have been deported as 
soon as Washington reached its decision, without all 
these weeks in which to remain at liberty in the 
country.. 

There is no delay about deporting an unknown 
alien who steals a crate of lemons, and he is kept in 
close custody until the boat sails. Surely the record 
of the Princess justifies a watchful eye, too, for her 
alleged activities are clearly much more dangerous 
to the country than are those of the average undesir- 
able alien. Can it be that Government authorities 
have been dazzled by that title of “Princess,” and are 
showing all this consideration as a matter of cour- 
tesy to European rank? 

The case certainly has its peculiar aspects. Action 
and an explanation ought to be forthcoming from 
Washington.

Even though they are sure to face many 

obstacles, there. can be no doubt that the county 

now needs a new Courthouse even more sorely than 
A VITAL SUBJECT FOR THE GOVERNORS. 

Ever since the first Governors’ Conference met at 


|the White House on May 13, 1908, on the invitation 


of President Theodore Roosevelt, it has been an ex- 
tremely useful factor in American government, al- 
though it is a purely informal body and its discus- 
sions have no legal weight. . : 

The 1908 meeting, attended by 38 Governors, was 
called by the first Roosevelt for considering conser- 
vation of natural resources. The conference gave a 
decided impetus to the movement in which T. R.’s 
administration distinguished itself. Since that time, 
the Governors have met each year except in 1917, 
and have discussed a wide variety of subjects con- 
cerning both the states alone and their relations with 
the Federal Government, : 

Under the American system, no provision is made 
for joint action by the states, and the Governors’ 
conferences, in addition to various private organisa- 
tions, have supplied the need for establishing a means 
of consultation. From the extended discussions of 
conservation, income and sales taxes, relief measures, 
prisons and paroles, waterways, public works, social 
security, budgets, labor relations and other subjects, 


aided them materially in charting the progress of 
their own states. 

Now a subject has come before the states that is 
perhaps of greater immediate importance than any 
that has been discussed in the 33 years of conferences. 
This is the obstacle placed in the way of national 
defense by the maze of conflicting state regulations, 
chiefly the barriers that are obstructing efficient 
truck transportation. We discussed this at length 
in an editorial two weeks ago, and cited numerous 
instances of how shipments of goods needed in the 
defense program were delayed or barred from the 


up the nation’s armaments. 

Removal of these barriers by means of agreement 
on uniform regulations is an urgent job on the agen- 
da of the states. Thirty-nine Legislatures are now in 
session, or will meet shortly, yet-the subject will 
remain a vital one for the next Governors’ Confer- 
ence, in June. 

In this connection, we should like to suggest that 
the next conference be held in St. Louis. This is a 
central location, readily accessible to most of the 
Governors. It is in the home State of Gov. Stark, 
an energetic leader in the movement to level inter- 
state trade barriers, chairman of the conference last 
year and until recently president of the Council of 
State Governments, which has played an important 
role in working for interstate co-operation. St. Louis, 
situated on a state border and a business center for 
many states, is keenly interested in the problem, 
and would give a hearty welcome to the Governors. 

The location of the next meeting is to be decided 
late this month by the executive committee of the 
Governors’ Conference. We hope they will accept 
our invitation in behalf of St. Louis.

A TALE OF TWO STATES. 

In Springfield today, Dwight H. Green, Repub- 
lican, elected Governor of Illinois last November, 
took the oath of office and became chief executive of 
his State, with Democrats and Republicans alike 
joining in the ceremony and public acclaim. 

In Jefferson City today, Forrest C. Donnell, Re- 
publican, elected Governor of Missouri last Novem- 
ber, filed a mandamus: petition in the Missouri Su- 
preme Court in a legal effort to obtain the seat from 
which conscienceless Democratic spoilsmen are seek- 
ing to bar him in an unprecedented attempt at parti- 
san robbery.

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NEW TESTIMONY ON SMOKE. 

The wind blew some Hast St. Louis smoke our way 
yesterday. It was not so very bad, serving perhaps 
as a @alutary reminder of how very different our 
bright week-end days might have been without the 
anti-smoke ordinance. 

Even more impressive testimony on the efficacy 
of the ordinance came from George T. Moore, director 
of Shaw’s Garden. In his annual report, he said 
that horticulturists had observed none of the usual 
casualties among begonias, cinerarias and tropical 
water lilies—flowers that in other years-were utterly 
discolored after a single smoke pall. 

It was also possible, he said, for the first time 
in years to see the color in twigs of the gray maples, 
white sycamores, green sassafras and red and yellow 
stemmed dogwoods. In the smoky years, he added, 
trees and shrubs looked all alike. And he found 
further proof of the absence of poisons in the air 
in the healthy growth of delicate evergreens, 

So it would seem that St. Louis may become an 
attractive and cleanly city not merely by the negative 
process of keeping soot out of its air, but also because 
the absence of noxious smoke will permit the plant- 
|ing and flourishing of those trees and shrubs and 
flowers without which the widest areas of park and 
the most impressive architecture must always remain 
stark. ‘

‘OW deeply the nation is concerned over 

possible consequences of the executive 

policy of all-out aid to the victims of 
the Axis was revealed today by the behavior 
of members of Congress as they listened to 
the President’s message. In the opinion of 
many.who watched from the galleries, this 
behavior was more eloquent than the pub- 
lished comment. Certainly there seemed to 
be no enthusiasm on either side of the aisle 
for the course the President charted up to 
the point beyond which may lie the perils 
which all his hearers were thinking about. 

Even the many Democrats and those few 
Republicans who cheered Mr. Roosevelt's 
most challenging passages seemed to have 
attained no more than the philosophic mood 
of cheerful and gallant acceptance of in- 
evitable facts. 

The silence of some Democrats and most 
of the Republicans, and the restraint with 
which the others applauded the brave words, 
appeared to bear testimony that hope re- 
mains strong among the American people 
that the aid-to-Britain policy can remiaih 
“short of war.” The phrase did not recur in 
what Mr. Roosevelt said Monday. 

There is, of course, another explanation for 
the temperate character of the congressional 
reception. Most of the members doubtless 
fully agreed with the President when he 
said “this annual message is unique in our 
history ... because at no previous time has 
American security been as seriously threat- 
ened from without as it is today.” Also, 
while Mr. Roosevelt was casting before Con- 
gress.the die of grave policy, he had previ- 
ously cast it before the people, and the sen- 
timent was not entirely new. These facts 
could account for what, seemed to many 
watchers approbation without enthusiasm. 

* * * 


But it ig. more likely that, officially in- 
formed of exécutive intention to support 
through Congress his pledge to serfd to those 
assailed by the Axis, “in ever-increasing 
numbers, ships, planes, tanks, guns,” the 
members, while not shrinking from the con- 
sequences, were thinking of them hard.

there is no doubt that the reservations they 
mentioned existed in many minds across the 
aisle. ? 

The case for the most extensive possible 
program of rearmament was won long ago, 
and most of the congressional criticisms 
have been addressed to the method, rate of 
progress and efficiency with which it has 
been carried out thus far. The case of full 
aid to Great Britain “short of war” was set- 
tled in the election, and those hold-back sen- 
timents which were expressed after the 
President spoke Monday were only an ad- 
monition to keep that phrase uppermost. 
But it is legislative, as well as human, na- 
ture to look more closely at consequences as 
they draw nearer. They seemed suddenly 
nearer to Congress as the President spoke. 

There has been among these men and 
women, ever since the war began, as among 
most peoples of the world, a vague hope that 
somehow a satisfactory road to peace could 
be found before the carnage mounts higher 
than man’s highest aspirations. 

* * * 


For this reason, the President’s message 
was examined closely for light on his view 
of what a satisfactory peace must assure. 
That is why nothing in the document was 
more discussed than the section that began: 
“In the future days, which we seek to make 
secure, we look forward to a world founded 
upon four essential human freedoms.” 

Beyond the shadow of a doubt, there is 
none in the joint session who heard Mr. 
Roosevelt who does not also look forward 
to a day when freedom of speech and ex- 
pression, freedom of worship, freedom from 
want. and freedom from fear will be the 
state of man “everywhere in the world.” 
But there were some who read into the 
words “which we seek to make secure” an 
implication, that this is what our continuing 
policy seeks to make secure in the peace 
when it comes. To these the President 
seemed, in Senator Ellender’s words, to have 
“covered a little too much territory.” 

Perhaps it is not without usefulness that 
some members thought a little about’ sema-

“Ulysses” came in 1921 after parts 
of the ambitious satire had been 
published serially in “The Little 
Review,” a New York magazine of 
the arts. 

It was the lengthy story of the 
spiritual and artistic development 
of one Stephen Daedalus, who 
might have been Joyce himself. It 
was barred as obscene in Dublin, 
London and New York and became 
the center of widespread discussion 
and debate. 

Judge Lifts the Bar. 

In 1933 United States District 
Judge John M. Woolsey lifted the 
bar on publication of the book in 
the United States in a decision 
which said the book was unusual- 
ly frank, but not pornographic, and 
described it as “brilliant and dull, 
intelligible and obscure by turns.” 
Joyce later carried his style over 
into a later work, “Finnegan’s 
Wake.” 

He left Dublin when he was 22 
and lived most of his life in Trieste 
and Zurich in self-imposed exile 
from what he considered the preju- 
dices of jis homeland. He also 
lived for a time in Paris. 

His sight became very poor and 
this made his writing laborious. 
Some of his works were dictated 
and recorded, The rest he scrawled 
in longhand.

SAMUEL GREEN DIES 


HEAD OF BLIND SCHOOL 


Funeral Wednesday for Super- 
intendent, With Institution 
Since 1891. 


Samuel McKnight Green, super- 
intendent of the Missouri School 


for the Blind for 41 years and a 
pioneer in education for the blind, 
died today of an intestinal ailment 
in his apartment at,the school, 
3815 Magnolia avenue. He was 
73 years old and had been in ill 
health for about a year. 

Mr. Green, a native of Pocahon- 
tas, Mo., was graduated in 1885 
from Southeast Missouri State 
Teachers’ College at Cape Girar- 
deau. He came to St. Louis in 
1891 as head of the literary depart- 
ment and principal of the Missouri 
School for the Blind and - eight 
years later became superintendent. 

As superintendent he was active 
in securinig an appropriation of 
$150,000 from the Missouri Legisla- 
ture in 1903 for the erection of the 
present school building. -In 1908 he 
attended the International Confer- 
ence for the Blind at Manches- 
ter, England, where he reported on 
technical training and industrial 
employment of the blind in the 
United States. i 

Mr. Green served as president of 
the American Association of In- 
structors for the Blind from 1926 
to 1928 and was a director of the 
Missouri Association for the Blind. 
In 1933 a bronze tablet in his honor 
was presented by associates, pupils 
and organizations interested in the 
blind. The plaque, bearing the in- 
scription, “Samuel . McKnight 
Green, Educator. His Life a Beau- 
tiful Service,” hands in a corridor 
of the school. 

Mr. Green was also a former 
president of the Missouri Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution. Sur- 
viving are his wife, Mrs. Emma L. 
Green, and a brother, Arthur P. 
Green of St. Louis. 

The funeral will be Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock at the school, 
where the body will lie in state. 
Burial will be at Oak Grove Ceme- 
tery.

A movement is afoot in the Gov- 


ernment to meet the British need} 


for cash abroad as well as in this 
country, by supplementing the Brit- 
ish effort of economic warfare with 
an effort of our own. And that 
is why the behind-the-scenes jockey- 
ing for control of the lend-lease 
program may prove to have great 
significance. 

To deal first with the current as- 
pect of the problem, the prize for 
which the various agencies and de- 
partments are competing in the 
power to settle what quid pro quo 
the British must offer us for our 
loaned or leased products. The de- 
cision as to what the British are to 
get, and what we are to retain, 
naturally is to be left to the Presi- 
dent and the chiefs of the army 
and navy. But the bargaining power 
is anybody’s for the taking. 

The natural competitors are the 
Commerce Department, the Treas- 
ury and the office of the adminis- 
trator of export control. Rather 
different views are held by each. 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse H. 
Jones, the best trader in the Gov- 
ernment, regards the lend-lease 
program. as a business proposition, 
places great emphasis on the oppor- 
tunity to improve America’s eco- 
nomic position at Britain’s expense. 
Such at least is the impression of 
Jones’ friends at the Capitol, where 
his influence is so great that the 
President’s plan may well be altered 
to place the bargaining job squarely 
in Jones’ hands. 


Against Jones’ Plan. 


HE Treasury, under Secretary 

Henry Morgenthau Jr. always 

has thought first of the broad- 
er aspects of the President’s for- 
eign policy. Morgenthau hates to 
be taken in, and never has been 
soft with the British, but his 
strongest emphasis is on quick aid 
to Britain. While firm about liq- 
uidation of British direct invest- 
ments in this country, and insist- 
ent that the lend-lease program 
bring us adequate credits of such 
vital raw materials as rubber and 
tin, he would not follow Jones in 
using the war crisis to take Brit- 
ain’s last wooden nickel. 

As for the office of Export Con- 
trol, its administrator, Col. Rus- 
sell Maxwell, has proved himself 
a remarkably efficient executive, 
who would approach the problem 
with considerations of American 
military and naval strategy pri- 
marily in mind. Since Congress, 
last July, strengthened the govern- 
mental authority over important 
exports, Col, Maxwell has worked 
directly under the President. . While 
Secretary Jones has» the.edge on 
the Hill, Secretary Morgenthau and 
Col. Maxwell have equally good 
chances of White House support.

Although no practical steps have 
been taken, much thought has been’ 
given to the subject, chiefly in the 
same agencies now in competition* 
for the bargaining power under the 
lend-lease program.

merce Department, Undersecretary 
Wayne Chatfield Taylor has” 
evolved a strikingly interesting 
over-all program, including both” 
economic warfare and preparation 
for post-war reconstruction. At the. 
Treasury, there are thoughths of a 
liaison committee, with represent-° 
atives of all the interested Gov-- 
ernment agencies, and an executive, 
chairman. And at the offices of 
Export Control, plans are laid for 
practical action if and when the 
time comes, 


It will, of course, he costly to- 
embark on economic warfare. 
Cornering the world copper sup-. 
ply, for example is not an inex-, 
pensive matter. None of the esti- 
mates of annual outlay thus far. 
prepared are under the illion. 
mark. But before becoming too. 
deeply alarmed about additional 
spending, those who consider the 
problem should remember two 
things. By its very nature, money 
spent in economic warfare is not a 
dead loss. In the last war, indeed, 
the allied efforts came near, in the 
end, to showing a profit. And if 
the American policy of aid to Brit- 
ain short of war means anything, it 
ought to mean American help in 
the economic field. Meeting Brit 
ains needs for war materials and. 
shipping may be difficult. Eco-- 
nomic aid, however, is both simple. 
and deadly effective.

TIPS FOR 


Answering Some Ghisstions From Girls About Etiquette on the Dance Floor

ANCES bring problems to you, 
and problems bring you to us. 
Here are a few of the dance 
questions which have been sent in 
by feminine readers during recent 
weeks. We hope are answers are 
helpful to you, also. 
Q. What is the best way out of 
the situation when a girl is left on 
the dance floor by her partner? 


A. It is inexcusable for a boy to 
leave a girl in such a predicament, 
but unfortunately it does happen. 
The only thing the girl can do is 
to make as inconspicuous an exit 
as possible, returning to a group 
of her friends if she can, or going 
to the powder room if no such 
group is immediately available. 


Q. Shoyld the boy or the girl sug- 
gest exchanging dances with an- 
other couple? 


A. Usually the boy takes the ini- 
tiative in exchanging dances. How- 
ever, it would be quite all right 
for the girl to suggest that they 
trade a dance with one of her girl 
friends and the other girl’s escort. 
Naturally, a tactful girl wouldn't 
suggest to her date that he get 
her dances with certain boys who 
appealed particularly to her. 

Q. When a boy asks a girl to 
dance, does she say, “I'd be de- 
lighted,” or what? When the dance 


is over, and he thanks her, does 


she say, “You're welcome”? 


A. When a boy asks you to dance, 
say, Vd love to,” or “Fine,” or 
“I'd be delighted.” When he thanks 
you, say, “I enjoyed it a lot,” or 
“It was fun.” “You're welcome” 
sounds a bit smug, in our opinion. 

Q. I would like to ask a boy to 
a club formal, but I just don't 
know how to go about it. He has 
no car. Should I buy the bid and 
supply the transportation? Can I 
expect a corsage? If we go any- 
where after the dance, will he pay 
the expenses? 


A. You snould pay for the bid, Re- 


garding transportation, that is his 
responsibility, but you should try 
to avoid letting him in for a heavy 
taxi bill, Perhaps you could ar- 
range to go with another couple in 
their car, or to have some member 
of your family take you to the 
dance, letting your e&cort see to 
getting you home. 

If the boy suggests going some- 
where afterward to eat, it’s up to 
him to pay the check. It would 
be embarrassing for just one girl

Q. There is @ series of dances 
going on at school where the girls 
usually go “stag.” My, problem is 
that after dancing with a boy a 
few times, I find it difficult to 
break away, even though I know 
he wants to dance with other girls. 
I’d certainly appreciate it if you'd 
tell me how to break away grace- 
fully. 

A. It’s a good idea for girls at a 
dance such as this to sit in groups 
of three, four or perhaps a half 


dozen. Don't make the mistake of 
sitting in pairs. When just two 
girls sit together, a well-manered 
boy hesitates to ask one of them to 
dance, because it leaves the other 
one alone. 

When you have danced. with a boy 
and the music stops, turn as though 
to walk off the floor and back to 
the group of girls. Don’t walk 
away from the boy—merely make 


the motion of starting. If he 
wishes to dance with someone else, 
he then has merely to escort you 
back to your friends, — you, 
and leave. 

On the other hand, if he wishes 
you to continue dancing with him, 
he can quickly say so. Unless you 
do make such a move, you are 
placing the boy in a very awkward 
situation He probably doesn’t wish 
to dance with you indefinitely, but 
if he leads you to the side of the 
floor, it looks as though he were 
abruptly dismissing you.

A. Not unless she wants to be 
considered rude, tactless, and a 
poor sport as well. If she isn't 
willing to take what comes, she 
shouldn't enter a Paul Jones.

only time when the family are 

together and that hour should 
be made to count for as much as 
possible toward ‘family unity, har- 
mony and growth.

AST spring your columnist was 
_iaia up for a day or two with a 

bad ankle in a New York hotel 
and sent to a supply house that 
rented invalid equipment for a cra- 
dle to put under the bed-clothes 
and protect the foot. When it ar- 
rived we were somewhat chagrined 
to find that according to the label 
on the package it came from “The 
Aged Invalids Supply Co.,” a desig- 
nation that raised much laughter 
on the part of the party of the 
second part. But on glancing in 
the mirror on the dresser, we decid- 
ed that probably the cradle had 
come from the right place. 

The convenience of the arrange 
ment deserves a word of praise. 
We did not want to go to a hos- 
pital just so we could get the use 
of the cradle, so the eradle was 
brought to us. The cost was $1.50 
a month. The advantage was that 
we did not have to go to d hos- 
pital, and did not have to have 
breakfast in the cold gray dawn 
at 6:30 and the last meal of the 
day at 4:30 in the afternoon. Fur- 
thermore, the meals were not like 
hospital meals—all the same tem- 
perature. At the hotel the food 
that was supposed to be hot was 
hot, and the food that was supposed 
to be cold was cold.

has been stimulated by the present 
situation. 

The training period is 35 weeks 
over all, with 10 weeks training 
here at the primary school, 10 weeks 
at basic schools, 10 at advanced 
schools, and five weeks specialized 
training. 

The personnel here consists of A. 
B. Woodbury; supervisor of ground 
school instructors; 35 pilots, and 
civilians who take an instructors’ 
course under the supervision of the 
detachment to prepare them for 
instructing flying cadets for the 
army. The military personnel in- 
cludes four air corps officers, two 
medical officers, one infantry offi- 
cer and one field artillery officer. 
Capt. C. B. Root is the command- 
ing officer. 

Applicants for admittance as 
student flyers are volunteers and 
not under the draft. They must be 
citizens of the United States, not 
under 20 years or over 27 years of 
age, unmarried, and with at least 
two years’ study in a recognized 
college or university which normal- 
ly requires four years’ work, or 
with ability to pass a written ex- 
amination to demonstrate equiv- 
alent knowledge. They must be of 
excellent character and must pre- 
sent evidence of that fact, and they 
must be of sound physique and in 
excellent health. 

Application may be made to any 
army recruiting officer oz in writ- 
ing to the Commanding General of 
the corps area in which the appli- 
cant resides. If, on examination, 
an applicant meets the preliminary 
tests ag to physical condition; edu- 
cation and chaxgacter, his approved 
application is sent to the War De- 
partment at Washington and the 
applicant = _ * is assigned. 


The training in actual flying be- 
gins with pattern maneuvers, me- 
dium and general terms and co-or- 
dination exercises, and proceeds to 
ground pattern work and advanced 
maneuvers, with acrobatics coming 
in the last 10 hours of the course. 
Each boy hag one to two hours in 
the air each day. In his solo 
flights he is told what he is to do 
and observation is made from the 
ground as to how well he does it, 

The testing is severe, with par- 
ticular reference to the require- 
ments and strains of air duty. As 
a matter of fact, about 35 per cent 
are eliminated after they have en- 
tered the school, either because of 
physical defects or inability to ad- 
just themselves or develop the re- 
quired technique.

Sometimes eliminations occur at 
the very end of the training course, 
As a final test, the student has to 
make four or five test flights with 
an army officer along to find out 
if the student has what it takes. 
If the young flyer shows nervous- 
ness or lack of adaptability he is 
rejected. It is a great disappoint- 
ment for a boy to be eliminated, 
because all of them are keen to 
become flyers, but there is consola- 
tion in the fact that if his academic 
record is satisfactory, he has a 
chance to be trained as ‘a navigator 
at Miami, Fila., or as a bombardier 
at a school to be opened in the 
spring. There also are opportuni- 
ties to qualify in photography, ar- 
maments, engineering and com- 
munication. 


The school has a capacity of 100 
in each of two overlapping classes. 
A new class is started every five 
weeks, A class graduates in 10 
weeks and the graduates are sent 
on to another school for the next 
period of training. The classes are 
constantly growing. The first one, 
when it started Sept. 14, had an en- 
roliment of only 32. The second 
one, starting five weeks later, had 
an enrollment of 59. From these 
two classes, 57 were graduated and 
sent on to other schools. In the 
two classes now being trained there 
are 165 young men. The class of 
which Cadet Capt. Trewitt ig the 
head will leave Feb. 5 for Ran- 
dolph Field.

For the training of the students 
there are 50 new planes, with more 
to come. In addition to the local 
field of 200 acres, with its buildings, 
there are auxiliary fields eight 
miles north, eight miles south and 
three miles west, to split up the 
traffic and reduce the chances of 
accidents. Each instructor handles 
five students. 

The students, in their dormitories, 
are awakened at 6 a. m. by a bugle 
call. Flying instruction beging at 
7:30 a. m. and continues until 11:30 
a.m, Launch time is from 11:30 to 
12:30 and then flying is resumed 
and continues until 4:30 p. m., when 
the planes are grounded for the 
night. Retreat is sounded at 5, 
supper is at 5:15, and the men are 
at liberty until 7:30. At that hour 
there is call to quarters in the 
study hall for classes which con- 
tinue until 9:15. Taps is sounded 
at 10. 

The work is hard, as Capt. Root 
says, but the morale is high and 
there is no grumbling, because the 
students are tremendously in earn- 
est and do not want to be elimi- 
nated. No leaves are granted ex- 
cept at weekends and then only for 
the immediate locality. The stu- 
dents, however, are encouraged to 
engage in various forms of recréa- 
tion to enable them to maintain a 
good physical condition.

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It is difficult to decide which of 
the two partners, North or South, 
deserves the greater censure for 
the ridiculous two club contract. 


North may be excused for failing 
to bid one spade over one heart, 
although, considering his excellent 
six card suit, an overcall was de 
cidedly preferable to a pass. A suit 
such as North’s spade suit will al- 
most always produce five tricks, 
hence there is no great danger in 
overcalling at the one level even 
when vulnerable. However, I re- 
peat, this bit of conservatism on 
North’s part was not far out of 
line and in view of the fact that it 
was only a minor crime in the 
series, we can forget about it. 
East’s psychic spade response 
speaks for itself. East later ex- 
plained that he “had a hunch” that 
the opponents might be able to go 
pretty far in spades and that he 
had tried to take the wind out of 
their sails at the outset. 


This was one of those rare psychic 
bids which have a phenomenally 
lucky result, 


The first terrible error on the 
part of the North-South team oc- 
curred when South made only a 
simple overcall of East's spade bid. 
South’s two club bid did not come 
close to describing the strength of 
his hand. He should have chosen 
the far more descriptive take-out 
double. It was the lack of this 
double that North later seized upon 
as an alibi for failing to bid spades. 
North maintained that if he bid 
two spades over South’s two. clubs, 
South would view this as a cue 
bid, showing merely spade control 
and implying a fit in clubs. rt 
went on to say that this might le! 
to the sort of bidding battle in 
which repeated spade bids by him- 
self would merely elicit repeated 
club bids from South. — 


In simple fairness, there was & 
certain amount. of logic in this 
view, but not nearly enough to jus- 
tify North’s pass. North should 
have reasoned that with his part- 
ner holding the strength for a vul- 
nerable overcall, his own spade 


-suit was strong enough to warrant 


not merely one, but two bids, even 
in the face of Hast’s original spade 
response, Moreover, although North 
had no assurance against East’s 
holding something Mike A-10-x-x of 
spades, the situation certainly was 
one to raise a strong suspicion and 
to demand investigation, this espe- 
cially in view of the fact that North 
had failed to méntion his excellent 
spade suit over West’s one heart. 


Needless to say, East was de- 
lighted with the two. club bid that 
came around to him and despite 
his trump support for partner’s 
opening heart bid, was not inclined 
to look a gift horse in the mouth. 
It was highly significant that West 
had not been able+ to raise the 
psychic spade bid (which, of course, 
he would not know was psychic) 
and East had no intention of giving 
the opponents another opportunity 
to increase or correct their con- 
tract. Also, needless to say, South 
had no difficulty about making two 
clubs with overtricks: But in view 
of the five odd in spades that could 
easily have been made, this was 
scarcely a notable victory.
